Anaheim is the oldest colony in 
Southern California. The settlers 
who, in 1857, selected this spot were 
men of experience in all the varied 
affairs of life. They looked all over 
the State and pitched upon Anaheim 
as, in all respects, the most attractive 
sjrot they encountered.

CHRONIC BRONCHITIS. 


C hronic Bronchitis is also an Inflam m ation of th e mucous mem branes oI th e bron­ 
chial tubes. When a cold settles ou the lungs tho disease either ends in bronchitis or 
pneum onia. If it ends iu bronchitis it usually passes off as a cold 011 the chest, and still 
the patieut does not feel entirely well, n e feels tired and lauguid, and Is incapable of 
taking bis usual am ount of exercise, and experiences a shortness of breath, with more or 
less w arm th in th»i palms of his bands. Boon after this a cough appears, accom panied by 
an expectoration of thick mucus, followed by a hectic fluBh, loss of flesh and strength and 
night sw eatscontinue. when the patient assum es all th e appearance of having a genuine 
case of consum ption. But this is simply catarrh of th e lunga or chronic bronchitis. 
In the later stage of the disease the m ucous mem brane of the larger bronchial tube 
softens, while in the sm aller tubes and air cells of th e lungs the mucous m em brano be-

omes congested and inflam ed. There ore no cavities nor tubercle* in the lungs,but m ere­ 
ly a wasting away of the larger bronchial tubes, and death takes place from obstruction of 
the bronchial tubes and air cells of the lungs. The patient dies from exhaustion and suflb 
cation, being unable to expectorate the m ucous which nccummulittes iu the passage lead 
in g to the lungs, which iu somecHHes Is sticky and sm all in quantity, but m ore oommouly 
copious, of a light straw or yellowish green. Ofteutiines streaks of blood m ake their ap 
poarance iu the m ucous, and ut rimes there is a disagreeable smell. Persons th u s afflicted 
are very liable to take a cold, ot which tim e th e mucous becomes clear and frothy, aud ll 
is not uncom m only the cose tb at the patient dieB lu one of these attacks. 
CONSUMPTION. 


From consumers, “to waste away," usnally applied to th e advanced stage of lung disease. 
The following are prom inent svraptoma in tho first stage, and wherever any of them ex­ 
ist a thorough exam ination should be made with a view to arresting the disease if sliowu 
1 1 ex 1st: There is usually a sense of woarinc-ss upon a little exercise, u disposition to re­ 
main passive aud idle, despondency, often from uonp p aren t cause, a peculiar sensitive­ 
ness to the effect of cold, and a breathlessness on moviug quickly or descending a hill or 
stairs, a slight hacking cough, with or w ithout expectoration, excitability upon slight oc­ 
casions, flying puins across the chest or back, or under the shoulder blades. The sym p­ 
toms are more noticeable towurd or duriug tho night, slight fever in the afternoon, cold 
feet or hands, or in mauv cases blue llvldity of the lips sn«l roots of the finger uails 
Inhalation* arc npplfouuie in all diseases of the respiratory orgaus, but m ust bo pro 
pared for each individual ease as they severally require.
